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The Answer Is... 


Submitted are two copies of the cur- 
rent 6c Eagle airmail stamp, with a ques- 
tion if both are collectible since they are 
different shades, and why the catalog 
does not list each separately. We urge 
collectors, particularly beginners and 
those unfamiliar with printing, the va- 
garies of inks etc. te IGNORE SHADES. 
In this instance, one stamp is darker 
in appearance, the other lighter and 
softer in tone of colors. Yet there was 
no difference in ink we are certain. If 
our reader had looked closely, he would 
have seen that the portions clearly 
white on one stamp are a pinkish tinge 
on the other. This accounts for the dif- 
ference in shade of the two stamps. The 
reason for the pinkish tinge to the sur- 
face of the paper is insufficient wiping 
of the plates. In engraving, the design 
(all that is to appear in color) is en- 
graved into a smoothly surfaced steel 
plate; ink is forced into these recesses; 
the surface of the plate cleansed of ink 
and polished; then the paper is damp- 
ened and forced by pressure to pick the 
ink out of the recesses. Consequently en- 
graved stamps have the appearance of ink 
standing upon the surface of the paper 
and when turned over show the design as 
if embossed. It will be seen that if all the 
ink is not cleaned off the surface of the 
plate, this ink will also be taken by the 
contact of the paper, giving the tinge 
as mentioned above. This is very com 
mon on U. S. stamps and on some is- 
sues due to haste in printing more stamns 
will be found with tinged backgrounds 
than white. If a sheet of flat plate 
stamps is examined, the tinge is readily 
seen, for it extends onto the sheet mar 
gins with a sudden break from tinge 
to normal white paper. There is no dif- 
ference in value accorded stamps printec 
from properly or improperly wiped 
plates. These are not bonafide shades. 





“What are the status of the ‘Confed- 
erate facsimiles’? Were these printed with 
the original dies?” The answer to these 
questions can be found in any dictionary. 
A facsimile is a copy, or an exact imi- 
tation. Facsimiles are not printed from 
original plates or dies. They are pro- 
duced with the intent to provide those 
who desire to have some kind of a space 
filler for very scarce issues. A common 
facsimile found in old collections are 
German imitations of U. S. Newspaper 
stamps. 





“Why was the ‘F’ omitted from the 


plate number on upper right top posi-' by looking at the copies at your local 


tion of upper right panes of the 3c 1939 
Inaugural commemorative plate number 
223702?” This is a constant variety of 
this plate. The F was not apparently 
deliberately omitted, but may have been 
placed on the plate too far away from 
the number to appear in the printing. 
The F only signifies that the plate has 
been passed by inspector of same after 
hardening. 








“May I suggest that you put the not- 
ice of discontinued and new post of‘ices 
together in one place? Many of these 
notices appear too late, why not prini 
them sooner?” We’ve answered this be 
fore; in fact it is a regular item in this 
column. So once more:—We have a max 
imum of columns now and so use these 
items as “snot” items, scattered here an‘ 
there as fillers. It does not take much 
time—less than two minutes in fact—t_ 
turn the pages and see where these items 
are, and surely our readers interested ir 
such things can spare them two minutes 
per week? We print the items in earliest 
issue possible. We print some in issues 
dated only a few days prior to date o 
discontinuance of office in the belief tha 
while this will reach some collectors toc 
late, it may reach others in time. We 
could probably save ourselves a lot of 
trouble explaining this by just omitting 
all events closer than a week to date o. 
publication, but we know that many of 
you would not want this done. You can 
speed up things a little by subscribing 
to the Daily Postal Bulletin at $2.00

post office every few days. But in any 
event you will not be able to obtain 
covers from all such offices as often the 
notice does not appear in the Bulletin 
until AFTER the date of discontinuance. 
We can’t, readers please note, print 
news before we get it. 





“Why was the country name omitted 
from our U. S. Pilgrim Tercentenary 
issue of 1920?” Our reader asked this 
and commented upon the similar Hon- 
duras issue mentioned on page 211. There 
are many stamps which do not have the 
name of the issuing country. England 
has insisted on omitting it éver since 
the first issue, though it violates the 
Universal Postal Union agreement that 
country of origin must be indicated on 
all stamps. There is no evidence that 
the country name was omitted from our 
Pilgrim issue by error, but instead delib- 
erately. A high postal official at the 
time stated there was no need to indicate 
the country. Whether the omission caused 
any confusion in foreign countries has 
to our knowledge never been reported 
in the philatelic press. Another instance 
of country name being omitted and evi- 
dently by error, was Portugal’s 1928 
Olympic Games Postal Tax stamp, where 
the error was corrected by overprinting 
the stamp with the country name. 





What are the catalogue numbers, we 
are asked, of a horizontal pair of Ic 
stamps, design of 1912, on a cover post- 
marked in 1920. The pair of stamps is 
nerforated between and at top, but at 
bottom and at left and right sides the 
air is straightedged. This is a certain 
indication a pair is from the bottom of 
a booklet pane. Booklet panes are listed 
as a minor variety under the correspond- 
‘ng regular variety. In this instance the 
xerforated 11 booklet pane is listed under 
the lc 1912 design issued in 1917 per- 
‘orated 11, No. 498, and the booklet 
pane is listed as No. 498e. Booklet panes 
are generally collected only in the com- 
plete pane, there being practically no 
demand for portions of panes. 





“What is the difference between Koda- 
pak and cellulose acetate sheeting?” Kod- 
apak is simply one firm’s trade name for 
a cellulose acetate sheeting. There are 
other trade names. Cellophane is the Du 
Pont company’s name for this sort of 
material, though of course each manu-

tests to mount stamps. However, since all 
are subject to shrinkage and stamps 
should never be kept in air tight contain- 
ers, provision should be made to meet 
these two things by never sealing air 
tight such containers and always using 
a container larger than exact size of 
stamp or cover. 





“Is pliofilm safe to use to mount stamps 
and covers?” Though we do not have a 
Bureau of Standards report, tests by 
manufacturers and individuals and ex- 
amination of its contents, indicate that 
Pliofilm (a product of the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Co.) is better suited in most 
respects than cellulose acetate sheetings. 
It does not shrink. Its substance is, as 
might be imagined, a rubber base film. 
J. J. Buckley & Sons of Cuyahoga Falls, 
Ohio, who have marketed this for phila- 
telic uses for years have tested this ma- 
terial in extremes of heat and cold, under 
ultra-violet ray and have found no in- 
jurious results to stamps or covers. 





“You warned that use of waterproofed 
cellophane should not be used to mount 
stamps; how may it be told from the 
non-waterproof?” There is no percep- 
tible difference in appearance. The 
waterproofed is not generally met with 
in paper stocks. The only way to tell 
the two apart is by burning; water- 
proofed burning to an ash, and non- 
waterproofed burning but depositing a 
gummy, sticky substance. The unwater- 
proofed is safe to use in mounting 
stamps. 





“How many first day covers were sent 
last May 6th of Britain’s Postage Stamp 
Centenary series with entire set on cov- 
er? No record is kept by the British post 
office of such things. There was a short- 
age of some values, even in London, on 
the first day, and consequently the ma- 
jority of covers did not have the full set. 
Since a quantity of covers was lost by 
submarine action, no figures are avail- 
able, unless some dealer (attention you 
gals at KenMore) can supply an approx- 
imate figure. 





“Can I purchase British Colonials at 
wholesale from the Crown Agents at 
London?” No, only certain dealers in 
England, permanent residents of that 
country, who are approved by the Agents, 
may buy stamps from the Crown Agents. 
Even then stamps are not sold at face 
value, but a percentage is charged vary- 
ing with size of purchases. Selected 
stock is not necessarily supplied either. 





“The enclosed envelope stamp appears 
to have been printed on both sides; is it 
common or unusual?” The stamp sub- 
mitted is a cut square envelope stamp, 
2c, current issue, it being obviously inked

THE FOURPENCE BLACK 


A NEW DISCOVERY 


By L. N. AND M. WILLIAMS 





Little more than two years have passed 
since a new specimen of that mystery 
stamp, the 4d. black triangular of the Cape 
of Good Hope came on the market. Now 
comes news of the findings of another 
copy, thus bringing the number of speci- 
mens known up to six. 

The most recently discovered copy is 
contained in the collection of a Colonel of 
the Royal Artillery, and is to be auctioned 
in New York by H. R. Harmer, on April 
9th. The owner proposes to devote the 
proceeds of the sale to the purchase of 
war loan bonds. 

The history of the 4d. black dates back 
to the early days of philately. The variety 
was listed in both editions of Alfred Poti- 
quet’s catalogue as well as in the first 
edition of Mount Brown’s. The first men- 
tion of the stamp to appear in the phila- 
telic periodical press was in the “Stamp 
Collectors Review” and “Monthly Adver- 
tiser” in May 1864, and in July of that 
year, Edward L. Pemberton wrote to the 
“Stamp Collector’s Magazine”, stating 
that he did not know of an authentic 
specimen of the 4d. in “blue-black”, o.her 
than a few of the 4d. blue which had be- 
come discoloured. 

His letter drew a reply from J. M. Stour- 
ton, of Henley-on-Thames, who wrote that 
he had an undoubtedly genuine 4d. black 
in his own collection. 

In October 1868, a contributor to the 
same magazine, signing himself “‘Theta,” 
stated :— 

“The existence of this stamp has not, 
I believe, ever been satisfactorily settled. 

“I remember seeing one myself in 1862, 
in the possession of a young amateur in 
Walworth, whom I have since lost sight 
of. It was, although obliterated, an incom- 


parable copy, pure jet black on stout white | 


paper; and I can positively assert, in no 
wise to be confounded with the discolored 
specimens of the 4d. blue which so fre- 
quently come under our notice. 

“I have never, however, seen since then 
a similar copy to the one above described, 
which may possibly have been an error in 
printing, and, as such, doubtless very 
scarce. It was probably one of these speci- 
mens which led to the insertion of a 4d. 
black in Mount Brown’s first edition, but 











which he afterwards altered to “blue- 
black” (the hue of the common dis- 
coloured copies of the blue stamp), doubt- 
less not being quite certain as to the reality 
of the existence of one in pure black, which 
perhaps he never saw in the first instance, 
and had merely quoted from heresay - - - 

“The fact that the 4d. black is altogether 
unknown now, does not, in my mind, im- 
peach the authenticity of its existence in 
the least.” 

Ten years later, at the Congres Inter- 
national des Timbrophiles held in Paris, 
a letter was read from Hermann Hirsch, 
of Berlin, relating what purported to be 
the full history of this mysterious stamp. 
A translation of Hirsch’s letter in its en- 
tirety will be found in an article by Fred 
J. Melville, published in the “Stamp Col- 
lectors Fortnightly,” Vol. XXXIII, page 
404 (October 25th, 1927), and it is unnec- 
essary to repeat the wording here, but the 
gist of the letter is that Hirsch had been 
presented with a number of stamps, in- 
cluding a specimen of the 4d. black, by 
the son of the Governor of San Domingo, 
a friend of the Governor of the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

Accompanying the stamp was this ex- 
planation of its issue:— 

“Following the death of Prince Consort, 
Albert of England, at the end of December 
1861, the Postmaster-General, at the in- 
stigation of the Governor of the Cape, had 
300 stamps of the 4d. “black” printed to 
replace during a few days the “blues” of 
the same value, just as a token of mourn- 
ing for the dead prince. Eight days later, 
these stamps were withdrawn from circu- 
lation, and only the blue ones remained in 
currency. But during these eight days, only 
80 of the 300 were sold, and the 220 left 
on hand were ordered to be destroyed. It 
is one of these latter, condemned to de- 
struction, which was added to the assort- 
ment sent for presentation to me—The of- 
ficial source whence the stamp came guar- 
antees its authenticity.” 

Although this would seem to be quite 
a reasonable explanation of the stamp’s

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use, there is one fact which apparently 
disproves the story, despite the official 
nature of its origin. The Prince Consort 
died on December 14th, 1861, but the news 
of his death did not reach the Cape until 
January 30th, 1862; yet the 4d. black was 
listed in Alfred Potiquet’s first edition, 
which was published on December 21st, 
1861! By its inclusion in that catalogue 
the stamp must have been known to Poti- 
quet while the Prince was still alive. 

The most likely explanation of the pro- 
duction of the 4d. black is that it was a 
proof, not of printing, but of the efficacy 
of the watermarked paper. Before the first 
issue of the Cape of Good Hope in 1853, 
the printers, Perkins, Bacon & Co., had 
not produced any triangular stamps nor 
used paper watermarked in the special 
manner necessary for them. It is quite 
feasible that some trials of printing on 
the watermarked paper were made in 
black and one or more of these trial sheets 
sent to the Cape either purposely or ac- 
cidentally in a consignment of 4d. blue. 
The black stamps may have been issued in 
the ordinary way at a post office, and, in 
fact, this is quite likely to have taken 
place during the great stamp shortage at 
the cape before the “Woodblocks” were 
issued earlv in 1861. 

In 1892 Walter Morley, who had found 
a postmarked 4d. black in a collection he 
purchased, offered the stamp for sale at 
one of W. Hadlow’s auctions, and 
Surgeon-Captain E. Cooper bought the 
specimen for £3 10s. od. Subsequently 
this stamp was acquired by Mr. R. F. A. 
Riesco, who later secured also an unused 
copy. Both these stamps were purchased 
together with the collection by Frank 
Godden, Ltd., in 1938. In 1924 another 
specimen in unused condition was added 
to the Royal Collection, and the follow- 
ing year Mr. R. Roberts purchased an 


unused copy in the collection of a high | _ 


South African official. 

The fifth stamp, a used specimen, had 
been shown at the Silver Jubilee Exhibi- 
tion held by the Royal Philatelic Society, 
Lond, in 1935, and three years afterwards, 
this copy was purchased by Stanley Gib- 
bons, Ltd. in the famous “A” collection. 

The sixth copy which is now coming 
on the market makes the number of 
used and unused specimens equal, at 
three each. 





Stamp Printers Bombed 





It is reported that two of the larger 
companies in London, engaged in stamp 
printing, have suffered heavy damage 
due to raids on the city, notably during 
a strong incendiary bombing. Whether 
stamp plates and. dies were destroyed 
is not stated in foreign reports, but it 
is not unlikely that changes in colonial 
issues may result from this damage.

Civil War Commemoratives 





The Russian series recently issued to 
commemorate the military campaign in 
connection with taking of Perekop and Si- 
vash fortifications in 1920, while obscure 
to most people had an important result in 
philatelic history. The victory by the 
Red Army brought on the great deluge 
of “Wrangel Issues” in 1921 for the mili- 
tary and civil refugees who fled Russia 
following the diastrous defeat at Perekop. 
At this point, the isthmus connecting the 
mainland of Russia with the Crimean pen- 
insula was defended by what were believed 
impregnable defenses. General, Baron 
Wrangel’s forces, the major surviving Rus- 
sian imperial army, took cover behind 
these fortifications but a furious three day 
attack by the Red forces and simultaneous 
flank attack across the Sivash inlet to the 
east, broke the lines of the defending forces 
and within a week all Crimea was in the 
hands of the Soviet. Surviving White 
Russians fled in what ships were available, 
and for these thousands of refugees in the 
Near East, Baron Wrangel set up a postal 
service whose stamps however dwindled 
to obsolescence as the refugees fled farther 
away from the scene of the disaster. As a 
result the stamps are uncommon genuinely 
used. The Soviet 1940 commemoratives 
show various scenes, as well as a map of 
the final Crimean campaign.

A number of weeks ago I mentioned 
that a Detroit firm was trying to sell 
perforating machines. Adolph Klingen- 
stein, manager of the Rialto Stamp Com- 
pany, made public a letter from the 
Postmaster General which states that 
since the U.S. has issued no imperforate 
stamps in recent years, it is evident that 
these machines are to be used for pur- 
poses unsuited to the best interests of 
everyone concerned and should be barred 
from the mails. As a result, I turned down 
a request for the address of the machine 
company which was made by a reader of 
this column. 





A new innovation at auction sales is 
being tried this week by the Parke-Bernet 
Galleries, Inc., with the cooperation of 
the Philatelic Research Laboratories. The 
auction house will show stamp lots on a 
screen in the auction room so buyers 
can see what they are actually purchasing. 
The projector will enlarge the stamps by 
about 50 times, and will also be in color. 





Importers of New Issues were cheered 
up considerably when supplies of Portu- 
gal’s long awaited centennial sheet showed 
up in the mail, but what was even better 
news was the appearance of a “penny 
black” set from Turkey. These made up 
for the absence of the Nicaragua set. 
Now it seems probable that Mozambique 
may have a centennial sheet. With the 
appearance of the last two mentioned 
items the Centennial series will have been 
completed.

Amazon Discovery Issue 





Ecuador, we learn in the New York 
Times, proposes to commemorate this 
year the fourth centenary of the “discov- 
ery” of the Amazon by Francisco Orel- 
lana. Actually the river was discovered 
41 years previously by Vincente Pinzon, 
one of the two brothers Pinzon who ac- 
companied as navigators, Columbus in 
his first voyage.

February Plate Numbers 





A dozen new postage stamp plates 
were manufactured or assigned for manu- 
facture at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing during February. These were all 
electric eye convertible rotary press 
plates: 1c National Defense 22709, 2c 
National Defense 22710-11, 3c National 
Defense 22702-03-04-05-12-13; and 3c 
Vermont Statehood commemorative 
22706-07-08. The Defense plates are usual 
400 subject size, and the Vermont the 
usual 200 subject size plates for large 
size stamps. 

During the month only five plates not 
previously used were sent to press: 21871 
lc Presidential sidewise coil, 22464-65 
1%4c Presidential Electric Eye Convert- 
ible sheet stamp, and 22706-07 Vermont 
Statehood. 

The printing of the Vermont stamps 
was delayed according to a March 5 
P. O. Dept. notice “due to conditions 
temporarily beyond control” and requi- 
sitions were not expected to be filled from 
other than first day post office for about 
two weeks. The two plates used for this 
stamp first went to press on February 26.

Kansas-Nebraska Issue O. K. 


Nelson P. LaGanke, head of the Mint 
Brokerage Co., Cleveland, was troubled 
recently by postal clerks being suspicious 
of his and his customers’ use of Kansas 
and Nebraska overprinted stamps. These 
were badly centered copies of the 1929 
overprints, which were being used for 
postage to get rid of them, since they 
had no philatelic value. Someone recalled 
the old postal warning of 1929 that use 
of these stamps outside the two states 
be checked to see if the owner came by 
them honestly and then Mr. LaGanke’s 
troubles began. Finally, the Cleveland 
Superintendent of Mails issued a bulle- 
tin stating the facts and thus making cer- 
tain postal sleuths would not snoop on 
LaGanke in the belief they were on the 
trail of stolen stamps. The stamps have 
ever since their issuance in 1929 been 
a source of trouble. Their original pur- 
pose was found impractical, but they 
have at times been mistaken for precan- 
celed or other limited use issues, causing 
much trouble to their users. To philately 
the issue was troublesome since so few 
copies were well centered. 








Costa Rican Football Issue 





On May 8 the Costa Rican government 
intends to celebrate by means of an 18 
stamp commemorative series, the Central 
American and Caribbean Football Cham- 
nionship, writes Emilio Acosta Carranza 
of San Jose. There will be 8 stamps for 
ordinary mail, ranging from 5 centimos to 
1 colon ,and ten airmails ranging from 15 
centimos to 5 colones. The American 
Bank Note Co. is preparing the air mails 
and the Columbian Bank Note Co. the 
others. Flags of the 12 participating coun- 
tries in their actual colors will be included 
in the designs. Total face value 15.30 
colones (colon is about 18c U. S.)

We are advised by the Argentine Sec- 
retary General of Posts and Telegraphs 
that our item in the December 28 number 
stating that Argentina had issued a postal 
tax stamp from which part of the funds 
for a housing program were to be derived, 
is incorrect. The Secretary General advises 
that that country has never issued any 
postal stamp for such a purpose. We can- 
not find the original clipping sent in, but 
assume that the wrong country was named 
in the item. Our thanks to the service for 
advising us of the matter.

New Zealand Permits Exports 





The absolute ban on stamp sendings 
abroad has been modified in New Zealand, 
the Australian Stamp Monthly reports. 
Members of the New Zealand Stamp 
Dealers Association are now permitted to 
send stamps, both used and unused abroad, 
but payment must be received in currency 
of the country in which the stamps are 
sold. Each member had to give personal 
assurance that the strict terms of the 
agreement would be observed. Meanwhile 
it continues impossible for collectors or 





non-member dealers to send stamps 
abroad. Even the above mentioned mem- 
bers must obtain export licenses for each 
shipment.
